The news from the front up to last even 
ing was the weary, stale, flat and unprofit- 
able “all quiet ’ that has rendered immor- 
tal the muddy banks of the Putomac. 
Rumors there were in the morning of skir- 
mishing with the insolent foe, but after 
sifting fact from fiction in the premi.ses, wt- 
found a few picket shots remaining, where- 
with to point a warlike moral or adorn a 
soldier's tale. 

Matters in front of Fort Mitchel remain 
in ttnlu quo, with no prospect that Kirby 
Hmilhwill make any immediate ebanee iu 
them. 

The wet weather of the past two days 
does not appear to have dampened theardor 
or tile rriucloDoti wU.* «va «iin eager 
for a fight ami au oik loth. 

Digging in the trenches seemed to be sus- 
pended yesterday. The ‘ -a.-red soil was 
loo wet to undergo tl, uper.iiions of the 
' pickax rangers. 

The One hundretl and fourth Ohio regi- 
ment, I'ol. Reilly and I.ieul. Col. .Mariner, 
was iu the nJvance t>efore Fort Mitchel ye i- 
terday afternoon, it was encamped on the 
^ Lexington pike, about half a mile fruui the 
fort, with the pickets of the (>ue hnudnd 
' and first about half a mile beyond. .Vt 
! night two coiapanies of Col. Reilly s regi- 
ment took the extreme advance. The head- 
quarters ef the One hundred and fourth 
are at a deserted bouse formerly occupied 
by H. T. Buckner, a noted rebel, and 
papers found on tke premisen, evidently a 
Lieut. Cel. in the Kentucky Htaie Guard, a 
part of the force which General Buckner 
commanded at Bowlinggreen. 

On Wednesday last Wm. Black, of Co. A, 
104th regiment, was killed while on picket 
duty. He was a resident of .Massillon, 

! Ohio. He bad just discharged hia gun at 
I a rebel picket, and was iu the act of load- 
I ing it, when he waashot through the breast. 
He lived shout au hour and a half. Hia last 
words were addressed to l.ieiit. Col. Mariner 
“Tell my friends that 1 did my duty. 

On Thursday the fuliuwiug members of 
the lt>4lh were wounded while on picket 
duly . William Taylor, of Company B, 
shot throngh the bowels — will recover 
Henry Hhnuta, of Company C, shot in the 
arm and aide; — wound slight; A. Lowrey, of 
Company G,* shot in the right knee — leg 
amputated; John Randolph, of Company F, 
•lightly wounded in the brea.st. 

There is no doubt the rebels have “retired 
from the poeitien they euthreaieuiugly held. 
Their movements are not easily learned, 
and in this particular case are still less 
easily understood. On Thursday night 
they commenced throwing up enlrenrh- 
ments near Lalouia Springs; and ou Friday 
morning, before sunrise, they initiated the 
retrogade. Tke statements of rebel pri»- 
onera, taken yesterday, lead oome to be- 
lieve that Smith is falling back to form a 
junction with Bragg, and also to induce 
General Wallace to follow kim and give 
"him battle beyond the Federal fertifica- 
(ions. The report last eveniag was that 
they had fallen bnck twelve miles. 

Geneml F. T. Swnyue, in commnnd of 
the second brigade, reconnoitered the vicin- 
ity of Florence, yesterday morning, with 
one regiment nf infontry, nnd sneceeded in 
enpturing tea prieonen. Lntcr in the dny 
the WalUee acoutn went out nnd scoumd 
tke woods for n fow hours, overhauling n 
doiea alrngglem. Thny found eeveml sick 
men nt houses in nnd around Florence. 
The “neonts'* number about ninety 
young men, mostly Ciselnnnliane. They 
hnvn thus for rendered efficient ser- 
viee, for nn inexpnriescodcorpn.

Diculi^ation of Pope and Mo- 

The following is an accurate copy of the 
letter written by (Colonel Brodhead in his 
last moments to his brother and sister 

Dear Brother and Si*t,-r: I am passing now 
from death, but send you love from my 
dying couch. ^ 

For all your love and kindness you will 
be rewarded. 

I have fought manfully, and now die 
fearlessly. 1 am one of the victims of 
Pope's imbecility and McDowell's treason. 

Tell the President, would he save the 
country he must not give our hallowed flag 
to such hands. 

But the old,^ will triumph yet. The sol- 
diers will regild its folds, polluted by ia- 
becility aud treason. John, you owe a duty 
to your country. Write; show up Pope’s 
imbecility and McDowell's infamy, and 
force them from places where they can aend 
brave men to assured destructioo. 

1 had hoped to have lived longer, but I die 
midst the ring aud clangor of battle as 1 
could wish. 

Farewell! To you and to the noble offi- 
cers of my regiment 1 confide wifeand cliil- 
dren. Tuoentom. 

The above was addressed by Col. Thornton 
F. Brodhead, First Michigan Cavalry, when 
dying from wounds received in battle near 
Centerville, Saturday, August 80, to his 
brother, John M. Brodhead, and wife, 
Washington city. It was written within 
the Confederate lines, in pencil, upon a 
piece of diacolored paper, apparently tom 
from an old account book, aud was sUined 
here and there with drops of blood from the 
morUl wound in hia left breast. CoL Brod- 
head was forty years of age, and born in 
New Hampshire. His father was Hon. 
John Brodhead, of that State. Col. Brodhead 
was a lawyer of high reapeotabilily and 
fine talents. For (be past twenty years he 
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no difficulty in crossing in small craft to 
Cuba or to Nassau, for it is much easier 
running out than in. These genllenien are 
engaged for the most part iu the contraband 
trade lielween England and Nassau, and 
Nassau and the American coast. To the 
English island goods are carrictl in large 
vessels, and from there to the Southern 
coast in small vessels. 

An Englishman was heard to boast, the 
other day, that of five steamers he owned 
in the contraband trade with the Southern 
States, he had lost but one by seizure, aud 
he could afford that loss, for he had gained 
a fortune with the others. Something like 
forty steamers are engaged in this trade to 
Nassau, only a few of which attempt to run 
tb* blockade, the most of them dlstiitmtlng 
their cargoes to the smaller vessels in wail- 
ing at the island. According to the testi- 
mony of the Southern officers who arrive 
here, I he business of the island of Nassau 
has acquired dimensions never dreamed of 
by the iwaideuta, aud very many of them 
are rapidly acquiring fortunes. 

Bdbnside Aftke the Rebels.— We learn 
that Col. Piper, of our army, who had just 
arrived here, passed through the pick vis of 
the rebel army, and that Gen. Burnside's 
army was on their trail. Gen. B. has 40,- 
000 troops in his command. Gen. McClel- 
lan is in the field with another large force, 
also en route after the rebel army, and it is 
to be hoped that he will be able to cut them 
off before they can retrace their steps. A 
large force is gathering in Pennsylvania 
by Gov. Curtin to meet the invaders if they 
shall attempt to come into (hat State, and 
no doubt the troops now in New Y'ork ready 
to start will be sent in the same direetion.

A number of prisoners and suspicious 
persons wers also captured by scouting 
parlies from the gunboats cruising down 
the river. The Izetta was as low down as 
North Bend last night, and reports all quiet 
along the river as far as that point. 

(.nptain Joseph Williams, of the gunboat 
Cottage, sent up dispatches yesterday, stat- 
ing that the rebels were attempting to build 
a battery, on the Kentucky shore, a short 
distance below the mouth of the Kentucky 
river. 

We learn from passengers by (he Louis- 
ville mail-boat that the rebel Colonel Free- 
man, with two hundred men, was scouring 
Carroll, Owen and Gallalin counties, and 
had recruited 1,000 men. Our informant 
came up here for assistance. 

There were no arrivals from Maysville 
yesterday. We understand the enemy took 
possession of that place at 3 p. u. on Thurs- 
day. 

A Seriu-Cohiu Incident. — A Warrenton 
correspondent gives an account of a narrow 
escape of a soouting party of one hundred 
Federal soldiers, which was recently over- 
taken in a terrible thnnder-atorm in the 
mountain, near Beaver Dam, on the Central 
route, 35 miles from Richmond. Captain 
Krepps, finding it impossible to advanee, 
ordered his men to halt and dress into line, 
with their backs to the storm. Thus they 
stood till a terrible thunder clap burst over 
them, and in a moment every man was 
prostrated by the lightning. After a while 
the Captain came to, and was overwhelmed 
j with grief and terror to find every one of 
his men lying on the ground, as if dead. 
Gradually one and another recovered, and 
it was found that only two men were severe- 
ly injured, and five horses were killed. 
Some of the men had their arms and el- 
bows bent in inverted positions, and others 
were thrown in most absurd postures. 

Incendiaeixs at Woek hear Mancbestes. 
On Tuesday of last week the barn belong- 
ing to Louis Kessler, at his farm near Man- 
chester, in this county, was set on fire and 
burnt down, destroying all Mr. K.’s wagons, 
farming utensils, hay, &c., &c. The build- 
ing woe large and cosily. The scoundrels 
who }>erpetratcd this act were not satisfied 
with their work, but on last Monday, dur- 
ing the absence of Mr. R. (at the camp of 
Col. Fenn, to whose regiment he belongs) 
and of his family, again visited his prem- 
ises and fired his com crib, containing about 
two hundred bushels, which was completely 
destroyed. A new wagon, which was un- 
der a shed adjoining the crib, as well ns a 
corn mill, were also burnt. The villiane 
also fired a pig-pen and burnt up two fine 
hogs. Tbe whole loss Is uot less than fotir- 
teen or fifteen hundred dollars. As Mr. K. 
is a loyal citizen, his place was undoubt- 
edly fired by rebels, many of whom are in 
that neighl^rhood. One man was seen 
running from tbe place dnring the fire. 
Suspicion rests upon certain parties, who 
are closely watchi^, and if it can be proved 
upon them they will be summarily dealt 
with. — St. Louie Democrat.

Tainble Aecident on the Baltimoro 
Bailroad. 

Y esterday morning, about one o’clock’ a 
collision occurred on the Philadelphia, Wll- 
mington and Baltimore Railroad, about 
half-past three o'clock, which was the cause 
of a terrible accident, whereby a number of 
soldiers were killed and some very danger- 
ously wounded. A short time before one 
0 cIock| yesterday morning, a through 
freight train for Baltimore left the depot at 
Broad and Washington streets, and when a 
short distance below Gray’s Ferry Bridge 
the train became disconnected, and the road 
was, as a matter of course, temporarily ob- 
structed by the cars. A special train with 
troops was following dose behind, and, 
when the accident occurred, a man was sent 
back, with a lantern, to warn the special 
train; but in consequence of the heavy fog 
which then existed, the engineer of the 
train containing the troops did not see the 
signal until too late to prevent the oolli- 
sion. He immediately reversed the engine, 
but the trains collided.

A oitizeu of Frederick, Md., who arrived 
here to-day, having left after the evacua- 
tion, says the rebel force in town is esti- 
mated at from 15,000 to 60,000, hit own 
judgment piaeing it much lower than the 
figures of our Geuerala. He and his neigh- 
bors had loet not only their cattle, but their 
butter and cheese and even their blankets. 
Everytkiag (bat could be applied to the nse 
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war principles. Y'ou folks in the West can- 
not possibly feel more chagrin at the pres- 
ent condition than we do here, aud the 
President feels worse than any other man 
ih lhuL.Datiou jH>ssihIy can. But we are 
full of courage. “ Are we going to be 
whipped to death?” asked au Ohio Con- 
gressman of the President to-day. 
“Whipped!” exclaimed the President in- 
dignantly. “There’s no such thing in the 
hooks — these Southern rascals will find 
themselves buried under a northern ava- 
lanche sooner than you (hiiik, and like the 
boy that was struck by lightning, they won’t 
know what ailed them. Never say whipped 
while there is a God in Israel.” This the 
President said with much emphasis, lie 
doM not dream of such a thing as failure iu 
this war. He sees how great mistakes have 
been made, aud they will be remedied as far I 
and as soon as possible, and guarded 
against iu the future. His great wish just 
now is lhat be was a military man. If he 
was, 1 actually believe he would himself go 
forth and lead our army to battle. 

In another place (his same correspondent 
remarks: 

Don't he alarmed at what you may hear 
from the Upper Potomac or from Maryland 
within the next week or two. The rebel 
advance will continue until it will one day 
knock its head againat a stone wall more 
stunning than a^onewall Jackson, and tbe 
fortunes of Jeff. Davis will be as suddenly 
overwhelmed with disaster and min as they 
have recently been in the ascendant. Keep 
a stiff upper lip and don’t lose heart. This 
contest will as surely come out all right in 
the end as there isigiower in the peopl^ and 
justice in the world — and the end ia not 
near as far off as it now seems." 

The Ironeides a Great Sucoeee. 

'fhe United States iron-clad frigate “New 
Ironsides’’ returned to Philadelphia on 
Tuesday evening last, direct from Fortress 
Mouroe. On the way up from the Break- 
water she made ten miles an hour, against 
a strong head wind, and against the tide 
part of the distanoe. The machinery works 
admirably, and Capt. Turner expresses his 
entire satisfoction with the vessel. On 
Wednesday, the orew of tke Ironsides was 
transferred to the receiving ship Prince- 
ton, preparatory to the vess^ being hauled 
to the central pier at the Navy Yard, which 
was done on Thursday morning. Her 
spars are to be put in at once, and as soon 
as that is done, and some alteration 
mad* to the ateering apparatus, she 
will leave for the South. Tbe Philadel- 
phia Inquirer, in noticing the arrival of 
tbe “New Iroueidee,” says that all Lands 
are satisfied with (he working of tbe ves- 
sel and the machinery. Very little jarring 
ia experienced from the engines, the vibra- 
tions being scarcely apparent. This is 
rarely if ever the case in any war vessel. 
The machinery is up to the expectation of 
the builders. With sixty revolutions per 
minute the vessel attains a speed of seven 
aud one sixth mike per hour. Hercoatracl- 
urs say that eighty revolutions per minute 
can be accomplished. This would increase 
her speed to at least nine knots per hour. 
The guna are removed from the porta and 
placed aa nearly as possible in the center 
of tbe vessel, and are properly fastened, 
so that no motion ov rollinc oan loosen 
them. The vessel has two wheels, one on 
ths spar deck, to be uaed regularly, and the 
other OB the gondeck, to 1^ used during 
aetioB. 

Directly in front of tke wheel is the pilot 
or look-out bouse, which is constmetM of 
iron plates six inches in thickness on tbe 
giindeck, and iftius inches above the spar^ 
deck. A winding staircase leads to the 
•pper portfopf wheM the Cnptein lakes his 
stand and marks and Mints out ths motion 
of ths vessel during the contest, and also 
directs the firing. This structure is roimd, 
so that if a shot should strike it, it would 
glance off. For a vessel of the weight and 
size of the Ironsides, the engine and boilers 
ars aurpriaingly small. Everything ia 
carried on with the greatest precision in 
the mechanical department The amm- 
msnt consists of fonrteeo sleven-inoh 
I^lgren guns, and two 20G-Mund rifled 
Parrot guns. These are on the gnndsek;

CapUin Charles Worthington, of the City 
Csvalry Scouts, reports that the enemy are 
retreating rapidly and in eonftision.

All volunteers for the State eerrioe, as- 
sembling under the recent proclamation of 
the Governor, will be at once mustered into 
service as part of the active militia of the 
Slate. 

2. Company organizations will be al 
once effected, and elections of company of- 
ficers held. The names of the officers elect, 
and Ike muster roll ot the company, will 
i>e immediately returned to this office, in 
erder that commissions may be issued 
without delay. 

3. When more than six companies have, 
assembled at a single rendezvous, a lialtal- 
ion may be at once organized, and its offi- 
cers elected and reported for commissions; 
and if a sufficient number of men shall be 
found at a single place of rendezvous tu 
form three battalions, they may then goon 
to i>erfect a regimental organization. 

4. The State Guard law having beensub- 
btantially re-enacted, is hereby referred to 
for full information as to the details of the 
organization of companiea, batutliona, regi- 
ments, lirigades and divisions. The law 
will be fuund printed at length in the ap- 
pendix to Stanton s Revised Statutes, ‘id 
Vol., pages 780 to 804. Particular attention 
is called to the provisions of the 7ih Sec- 
tion of the law, which prescribes the man- 
ner of holding elections aud mustering 
men into service. 

6. All good and loyal citizens of the Com 
moDweallh, within the military age, are 
urgenUy called upon ta enroll themselves 
as members of the Slate Guard, ao as to be 
rea<iy for service as soon as the arms and 
equipments can be provided; in Ihe mean- 
time, much instriiciioa may be obtained by 
drill without arms.
